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QUEENSLAND FOR THE YEAR ENDED 31sr DECEMBER, 1899. 


TO THE UNDER SECRETARY, HOME SECRETARY’S DEPARTMENT. 


Sir,—The records with respect to Vital Statistics for 1899, as shown by an analysis of the entries 
made in the various registers of the colony, skow on the whole a slight improvement on the corresponding 
figures for 1898. ‘The births were not quite so numerous in the former year, but this was more than 
counterbalanced by the smaller number of deaths, whilst a considerable increase in the number of 
marriages points to a higher birth rate for the present year, and also bears witness to an improvement in 
the material prosperity of the community. The absence of any advance in the number of births recorded 
year by year—the figures for 1899 being below those of any other of the past twelve years—makes it 
apparent that a considerable change is taking place with respect to the age condition of the population, 
children and old people now being in greater proportion to those of reproductive age than was formerly 
the case. 


The mortality for the year was markedly added to by the disastrous hurricane which swept the 
north-eastern shores of the Colony early in March, devastating the shipping northwards from Cooktown. 
Nearly 250 deaths from drowning were added to the roll from this circumstance, chiefly coloured aliens. 


But for this misfortune a very noticeable improvement in the death rate would have been apparent, 
deaths due to miasmatic—i.e., “ preventable’”’—diseases showing a pronounced decrease. This was 
especially the case with respect to influenza, measles, scarlet fever, and whooping cough; whilst fatal 
dengue fever as an epidemic was not existent, diphtheria and typhoid remaining practically constant. 
On the other hand, septic diseases, though few in number, contributed a large relative increase. The 
numbers thus added did not materially affect the total. 


POPULATION. 

The time that has now elapsed—nine years—since the date of the last census enumeration has 
rendered the framing of an annual estimate of the population a very difficult and unreliable task. The 
practice of adding as increments to the ascertained population the annual excess of births over deaths 
and of arrivals over departures, the latter based on the Customs returns, has not been found to give 
satisfactory results. Both in Queensland, as well as in other provinces of the Australasian group, it has 
been proved at each successive enumeration that the estimates thus arrived at are excessive. In most of 
the Colonies allowances are made for unrecorded departures, it being generally accepted that it is with 
respect to these that the present records are defective. This practice has not been followed in Queens- 
land, and, besides, a further addition of 24 per cent. was added to the census figures in estimating the 
population for 1891. This gave an arbitrary addition of 9,843 persons. For these reasons, there is little 
doubt that at the next census, to be taken in 1901, the presept estimates will be found to be in excess of 
the actual number. 


As the system indicated had been the usual practice in Queensland up to the date of my taking 
charge of the office, and had already been used for some eight years since the last census, an alteration 
of the system by me-would have meant reducing the number (estimated) of the population by an 
arbitrary quantity, the exact amount of which there was not sufficient data to guide me in determining. 
Further, as a census was impending, it was more desirable to continue on the old lines antil the 
enumeration was completed, when a ratio of error could be ascertained and applied in future, which 
could be safely expected to result in greater accuracy in the estimate made than was possible under the 
old system. 

At the Conference of Statisticians held in Sydney in March, 1900, the populations of the federating 
colonies were fixed as follows :—

This would place the Queensland estimate, as made to 31st December last, in excess to the extent of 
30,204 persons. 


The Conference was held to estimate the population of the federating colonies for the purpose of 
determining the relative representation of each colony in the Federated Parliament, and, whilst firmly 
believing in the accuracy of the results arrived at, I consider it best for the reasons already given to use, 
for statistical purposes, the estimate as made under the old system for this year. I hope the results of 
the enumeration next year will be available for making the various calculations on an unassailable basis. 
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The population on the 31st December last was estimated on the basis hitherto in use, before the meeting of 
the Sydney Conference; and numbered 512,604 persons—287,512 males and 225,092 females; the details of the 
estimate are furnished in the following Table:—

Thus the proportions borne to the total increase by the natural and artificial increase were eleven-twentieths 
and nine-twentieths respectively. 

The accessions from excess of births over deaths was greatest in the third quarter. The increase from the same 
cause during the latter half of the year exceeded that for the first half by 1,043, or 31 per cent. This result was 
contributed to by both factors; the births in that half-year being in excess of, and the deaths below, the figures for 
the period January to June. 

The excess of arrivals was greatest in the second quarter, probably largely due to the return of Queenslanders 
visiting the Southern Colonies for the summer months. The departures for the fourth quarter have for some years 
past exceeded the arrivals, due to the emigration of the same holiday-makers. 

With respect to the males, the excess of departures for the quarter more than absorbed the male accessions to 
the population by excess of births over deaths, so that the male population actually decreased during the period, and, 
even taking the females into account, only 63 persons were added to the inhabitants of the Colony. 

The departure of the First Contingent for Africa during the quarter, of course, contributed in part to this 
result. 

The increases for each of the last three years have been—1897, 12,521; 1898, 13,823; and 1899, 14,081 ; 
giving centesimal ratios of increase of 2°7, 2°9, and 2°8, respectively.

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‘Tasmania shows the largest proportionate increase, followed very closely by Queensland. Victoria 


was the only Colony where a decrease was recorded ; the increase in New South Wales, however, was only 
a slight one. 


Whilst the relative proportion of males and females in the population differs in all the Colonies, 
yet in several of them the variation is very slight, butin every instance the males exceed the females, 


except in the case of Victoria, which approaches most closely of all to numerical equality of sex, whilst 
Western Australia exhibits the greatest variance.

The ratios for Australasia are thus seen to be 53 males and 47 females in each 100. Victoria, 
New SouthWales, and New Zealand each show a higher proportion of females; the other four provinces, 
a higher proportion of males. 


At various periods of the Colony’s history since Separation, the proportions of males to females 
have been considerably greater than that which at present obtains, but at no date has the disproportion 
been so great as that to be found in Western Australia during recent years. Whilst extensive State- 
aided immigration prevailed in this Colony, considerable fluctuations were experienced ; the greatest 
variation between the sexes, however, were with centesimal ratios of 62 males to 88 females. With the 
decline of assisted immigration, the preponderating influence of the natural increase was exhibited, 
and this, as is usually the case, made for increased female accessions. The last two years excepted, 
the proportion of females in the total population has advanced each year since 1887.

From these figures it will be seen that the proportion of the sexes has but little varied during the 
past five years. 

With the return to the system of State-aided immigration, if only in a slight degree, the figures 
relating to arrivals and departures carry increased significance. 


Full particulars respecting these may be obtained by reference to Tables Nos. I. to IV. in the 
Appendix. 


The information regarding arrivals which is to be found in Table No. I. shows that 389,916 
persons entered from without the Colony during the year, of whom 27,751 were males and 12,165 
females. Of these 18,049, or 45 per cent., arrived at the port of Brisbane, 9,168 at other ports, and 
12,699 were carried by rail vid Wallangarra. There were, on the other hand, 33,590 departures from the 
Colony during the year, leaving an excess of arrivals of 6,326. Of the departures 14,350, or not quite 
43 per cent., left the port of Brisbane, 6,921 left by other ports, and 12,319 left by rail for the South, 
showing that a relatively larger number of persons use the latter route in leaving the Colony than in 
returning. 
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The population additions, due to natural and artificial increase respectively for each year since 


1861, or from just one year after separation, and the proportional influences of such increases on the 
population, are very fully detailed in the following table :—

From an investigation of this table it will be seen that the excess of births over deaths has, for 
some years past, been the chief contributor to the population increase, the year 1889 being the last year 
in which the converse was the case. During many of the earlier years the excess of arrivals contributed 
from 70 to 90 per cent. of the population increase, and during 1862 and 1863 even the latter ratio was 
exceeded. 

The following statement furnishes information as to the number contributed by each source of 
population increase during certain quinquennial and annual periods for the past twenty-five years :—

Thus, during the five years, 1881 to 1885, whilst the excess of births over deaths added 23,248 to 
the population, the remaining factor (immigration excess) contributed no less than 88,614. For the past 
nine years the natural increase has exceeded the excess of the arrivals. 

These figures forcibly illustrate the part State-aided immigration has taken in promoting the 
advancement and progress of the Colony and the rapid increase of population which took place in 
Queensland whilst it was in regular receipt of a stream of immigrants from Europe (such persons being 
principally young people, married or single), and is in marked contrast to the slower rate recorded after 
such stream had ceased to find its way here. 

The greater proportion of the passenger traffic of Queensland is with the other AustraJasian Colonies. 
Of the 39,916 arrivals, 35,371 were recorded as from one or other of the six provinces, and of the 33,590 
departures, 29,988 were also so returned. 

As all the arrivals by rail from New South Wales and most of those coming by sea call at Sydney 
on the way, it foilows that the greatest numbers are returned as arriving from that Colony, and indeed it 
would be often difficult, and involve individual inquiry, to ascertain whether passengers had not originally 
left other Colonies for Queensland, so that, whilst most of the passengers undoubtedly arrive from New 
South Wales, many are only ex route from other Colonies, and it seems quite impossible to separate the 
numbers and satistactorily allot to each Colony the numbers arriving from the individual State.

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The intercolonial population exchange is to the advantage of Queensland to the extent _of 5,383 
persons. Nominally, according to the returns, New South Wales was depleted of 4,786, and Victoria of 
654 persons to add to the population of this Colony, whilst South Australia and Western Australia and 
New Zealand drew from Queersland 57 persons in excess of what they contributed.

Thus, according to the returns, there was not a single arrival from or departure for Tasmania 
during the year, whilst those with New Zealand numbered 3 only—namely, 1 arrival and 2 departures. 
Such conclusions are manifestly incorrect, and it only means that travellers to and from these colonies 
went by way of New South Wales and were returned for that Colony. 

It is open to question whether it would not be more advisable to return all as to or from “ Other 
Australasian Colonies” rather than to continue the attempt to discriminate between the individual 
provinces, 

The exchange with the rest of Australia has almost always been in favour of Queensland. The 
figures for the past ten years were as follow :—

In 1891 it will be seen that the departures exceeded the arrivals by 623; in every other year of 
the decade the opposite was the case. 

The Customs returns of immigration and emigration discriminate with respect to the ages of arrivals 
and departures to the extent of recording the number of infants and of children between 1 and 12 years 
of age, all above the latter age being classed as adults. 

Last year the totals at each age period referred to as arriving and departing were as follow ;—

A comparison of the figures with those for 1898 shows that a considerably larger proportion of 
both children and infants arrived in the Colony in 1899 than in 1898, and the excess of such arrivals 
was also greater in that year. This would point to the permanent addition of families to the population, 
probably to some extent consisting of those who left in the previous years for the western shores of the 
island continent, and who are now returning. 

The facilities of travel afforded by the through rail to Sydney do not appear to be attracting any 
increasing proportion of the traffic, this remaining fairly constant at from one-third to two-fifths of 
the whole. :

Many persons, of course, prefer a sea voyage to the long and wearisome journey by rail, hut the 
question of cost is, no doubt, the chief influencing cause in the fluctuations apparent. The depressed 
period, 1894-5, is clearly shown in the ratios for those years, whilst the varying rates afforded by the 
shipping companies alternately increase or decrease the number selecting the land route. 
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Alien Population. 


The term “alien population” is generally understood in Queensland to relate to coloured aliens 
only, and from the paucity of numbers with respect to all other persons of colour is practically further 
restricted, in common parlance, to people of Asiatic or Pacific Island race. As it has been deemed 
advisable to keep a close record of all such coloured aliens, it has now been the practice for some years 
to make provision for the estimate from year to year of the number and proportion of them in the total 
population, discriminating between those of the more prominent of the component races. The experience 
gained in the past led to the adoption last year of some modifications in the manner of collecting the 
necessary data with regard to the arrivals and departures of coloured aliens, and the result is shown in 
detail in Tables Nos. 11]. and LV. in the Appendix. 

These tables show by sex the total number of each race arriving in each quarter of the year, orat 
each port of the Colony. From this it is seen that 979 Chinese arrived in the Colony last year and 836 
departed therefrom, leaving an excess of arrivals of 143. Of Pacific Islanders like figures are 1,537 
arrivals and 968 departures, or an excevs of the former of 569. There were 162 Japanese arriving and 
253 departing, or an excess of departures of 91. All other Asiatics, including Javanese, showed an excess 
of arrivals of 177—the arrivals numbering 316 and the departures 139. 

A comparison of the figures, showing the net arrivals and departures of coloured aliens for last 
year, with like figures for i898, is afforded in the following statement :—

From this it will be seen that the excess of arrivals over departures of all these races collectively 
was but little more than half as great in 1899 as in 1898, numbering only 798 last year against 1,410 in 
the previous year. As the deaths of persons of these races number 625 in excess of the births, it will 
be seen that the actual additions to the coloured population during last year was 173 persons. 

The number and ratio to the total population of persons of coloured race, as given by the estimates 
to the 31st December, 1899, are shown in the following table :—

It will be seen that the total population of coloured aliens in Queensland on 31st December, 1899, 
is estimated to be 24,620 persons, or 4°8 per cent. of the population as estimated at 512,604, The 
ratio is not greatly increased by taking the lower number of 482,400; the number of coloured aliens 
being 5:1 of that number. 

Persons of practically European extraction composed upwards of 95 per cent. of the total 
population, or, in other words, one person in each 21 was acoloured alien. To further particularise— 
of every 51 of the total population one is a Chinese; of every 58 one is a Pacific Islander; of every 167 
one is a Japanese; and of every 192 oneis a person of some one of the other Asiatic races. 
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Comparing these ratios with those for the past five years, and also with those disclosed at the last 
census enumeration, it will become evident that there is no symptom of an increasing influx of 
coloured aliens, but, on the other hand, the evidence is in the direction of a declining proportion of these 
races. Such a comparison is afforded by the following statement :—

Population in Divisions. 

As the requirements of administration in the various Departments of the Government frequently 
necessitate the determination of the population within each of the three great divisions of the Colony, 
it has been found imperative to formulate an estimate of these divisions from year to year. 

As no record is kept by the authorities with respect to the coastwise passenger traffic, it is 
impossible to frame avy conclusions on similar principles to those adopted in relation to the population 
for the whole Colony, consequently recourse is had tothe principle of proportion, the conditions which 
obtained at the last census being accepted as the basis. 

This method is only accurate when the relative increase of each division has been equal, and 
manifestly is subject to error to the extent to which one division may have outstripped another in 
development. 

So long a period having now expired since the last enumeration, the probability of considerable 
error presents itself, but no more satisfactory mode of forming an estimate in the absence of an actual 
count is available. 

The following statement shows in each of the three great divisions the population at the time of 
the last census, the proportion of the population in each to the total, and the resulting estimate for the 
end of 1899 :—

Assuming the figures arrived at to be nearly correct, 19°78 per cent. of the population are in the 
Northern Division, 11:89 are in the Central, and 68°33 in the Southern; and the centesimal ratios of 
sex are—Northern Division, 64°46 males and 35°54 females; Central Division, 59°92 males and 40°08 
females; and in the Southern Division, 53°00 males and 47:00 females. 


Population, Metropolitan Area. 

From data courteously furnished by the officers of the various local authorities, it has been the 
practice for the past few years to estimate the population of Greater Brisbane, such term embracing the 
area comprised within the ten-mile radius. The “ occupied dwellings’ has been taken as the basis of 
this estimate, the ratio of inhabitants to each dwelling being formulated upon the census experience 
slightly modified to meet the requirements of the unavoidable combination of some of the areas 
comprised. ‘The results are as follow :—

The expansion disclosed during the year is found to be entirely within the five-mile portion of the 
area, the population between the five and the ten mile radius being practically stationary. The expansion is 
no doubt due to the great facilities offered by the tramway extensions, the benefits of which have not 
reached as yet beyond the five-mile area. 

Mean Population. 

The mean population for 1899 is estimated at 508,864 persons—namely, 285,778 males and 223,086 
females, and is based on the mean of the estimated population at the beginning and end of the year, and 
of the three intermediate quarterly estimates. 
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MARRIAGES. 


A marked feature of the 1899 registration statistics is the large increase in the number of 
marriages celebrated. These numbered 2,972 in 1898, and 3,449 in 1899, or an excess in the latter of 
477. One of the distinctive features of industrial prosperity is a high marriage rate, and an increase in 
the number of marriages for each of five consecutive years, is certainly a matter for congratulation. 
'he numbers of marriages celebrated during each of the past six years were as follow :—1894, 2,502 ; 
1895, 2,821 ; 1896, 2,823 ; 1897, 2,894; 1898, 2,972; and 1899, 3,449. 

Thus the number celebrated last year was nearly 1,000 more than in 1894, or a centesimal 
increase of 37°85. 

The greatest number of marriages registered in any one quarter was 937. These were recorded in 
the second quarter of the year, a period which usually contributes more than an average of the 
remaining quarters, compensating for the paucity of number of marriages recorded from January to 
March, the season of Lent, falling usually in the latter month, operating largely to this end.

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_ Thus exactly 800 of all marriages were celebrated in the Brisbane Registry District, or nearly 
one-fourth of the total number, Kennedy came next with 227, followed closely by Rockhampton with 208. 
There were only nine other districts in which the number celebrated exceeded 100. 


The marriage rate—z.e., the number of marriages to each 1,000 of the estimated population—was 
higher in 1899 than in any year since 1891—namely, 6°78 per 1,000. With the smaller proportions of 
persons of marriageable ages in the population, the higher rates which existed in the earlier years of the 
apie history can no longer be looked for, but it is satisfactory to record an improvement on the ratios 

or 1893-8. 


Perhaps the decline in the marriage rate of Queensland is more apparent than real, for if we 
reduce the number of the population—the number of marriages being a certain quantity—the proportion 
of marriages to each 1,000 of the population will be increased. So that if the mean population for 
1899 was 478,000 instead of 508,000, the marriage rate would be 7°2 instead of 6:8.

The high rates recorded in the sixties were phenomenal, and could only exist amongst a population 
in a condition of transition. ‘lhe large influx of State-aided immigrants—mostly of young adults of both 
sexes—then going on, resulted in considerably increasing the relative number of marriageable persons. 
The age condition thus arising has since become modified, as was inevitable, when the special circum- 
stances which gave rise to it no longer obtained, and it now assimilates more closely than before with 
social conditions obtaining in the older Colonies. 


A comparison of the marriage rates in each of the Australasian Colonies for the past five years is

Until quite recent years the marriage rate of Queensland compared favourably with that of most 
of the provinces. This is to some extent disclosed by the figures for 1895. ‘The rates for 1896, 1897, 
and 1898 do not exhibit quite such satisfactory results. Queensland takes a considerabiy lower place in 
those years. The exceptional figures for Western Australia are due to like conditions to those found in 
this Colony thirty years earlier, although brought about by somewhat different causes. 


The marriage rate in Queensland for 1899 was exceeded by those of Western Australia, New 
Zealand, Victoria, and New South Wales. In the latter case the difference only amounted to 0°11 per 
cent. ; in New Zealand, the difference was 0°50 per cent. 


Marriage by Denominations. 


Of the four principal denominations—which comprise between them 80 per cent. of all marriages 
celebrated—the Roman Catholic Church showed the greatest numerical and the Presbyterian the 
greatest relative increase. The former increased from 595 in 1898 to 722 in 1899, giving an increase 
of 127.

Thus the marriages according to the rites of the Presbyterian Church increased 27 per cent., the 
Roman Catholic 21 per cent., the Methodist 17 per cent., and the Church of England 14 per cent. Amongst 
other Churches the Congregational showed a very large increase both actually and relatively. This 
Church celebrated 79 marriages in 1898 and 122 in 1899, an increase of 43 in number, and of 54°43 per 
cent. in proportion. 

The census schedules and the denomination of the officiating ministers afford practically the only 
official means of gauging the progress of the various religious denominations. 

The former, of course, furnish an opportunity for very exact measurement of persons professing 
to belong to each denomination, but the opportunity for this method only presents itself at somewhat distant 
intervals. There is abundant evidence that the latter is not an infallible test as to the faith of the 
contracting parties to a marriage. In the first place, where these differ, it can only apply to one person, 
and, besides, some contract marriage without regard to the creed of the officiating minister, although he 
is usually selected as being of the same creed as one of the parties. The marriage records, however, are 
continuous and available each year, and may be taken to represent the belief of the great majority of 
persons married.

Although 1899 witnessed the largest number of marriages ever recorded in the Colony, yet the 
number returned for the first year of the decade gave a higher marriage rate, being related to a consider- 
ably smaller population. 

When the averages for the ten-year period taken at different times are compared, it is surprising 
what little variation with respect to the chief denominations is disclosed. 

This will be seen from the following table :—

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If the figures in the first and last columns, which cover a period of nineteen years, are examined, 
it will be seen that the proportion of marriages by the English Communion have only varied 0°73 per 
cent.; that of the Roman Catholic, 1:08 per cent.; Methodists, 2:06 per cent.; Presbyterians, 0°37 per 
cent. Very slight centesimal variations truly when the very small numbers dealt with are considered. 


On reviewing the number of persons returned on the census schedules as belonging to each denomi- 
nation, in conjunction with the number of marriages celebrated by these respectively, the variations will 
at once disclose that on a goodly number of people the claims of their distinctive creed sit lightly. Thus, 
whilst the members of the Church of England numbered 36 per cent. of the population, that body last 
year only contributed 26 per cent. of all marriages, and the latter proportion did not practically differ 
from the ratio for 1891, the census year itself, so that the variation cannot be attributed to any change 
since the census in the population proportion of the various denominations.

It will be seen that whilst the two churches, of England and Rome, contribute to the number of 
marriages many less than the proportion to the population held by their inembers, on the 
other hand the Methodist and the Presbyterian Churches record many more marriages than their numbers 
would justify. 

Birthplaces of Persons Married 

Full information on this head will be found on reference to Appendix Table No. VI. Of the 
3,449 men married, 1,446, or 42 per cent., were born in the Colony, 788, or 23 per cent., in England, 292 
or 8 per cent. in New South Wales, 243. or 7 per cent., in Treland, and 193, or 6 per cent., in Scotland. 
Thus these five nationalities absorbed 86 per cent. of all men married. More than half the brides were 
born in Queensland—namely, 1,932 out of 3,449, or 56 per cent. 

The same five nationalities that contributed 86 per cent. of the bridegrooms comprised 91 per cent. 
of their wives. The number of women natives of Ireland who were married exceeded the men of that 
nationality by almost 20 per cent. The extent to which the native-born population is ow contributing 
to marriages is a noticeable feature in the social statistics of the Colony. Whilst nine years ago forming 
one-fourth of the number of all parties to marriage, in 1899 their proportion had expanded to very nearly 
one-half. This is shown by the following statement, which shows the centesimal proportion of Queens- 
land born husbands and wives to all persons married.

From 1875 to 1890 it will be noticed that the progress was a very even one, just about 6 per 
cent. for each quinquennium; between 1890 and 1895 the increase was 15 per cent.; thereafter reverting 
to something approaching the rates of former years. 


Ages of Husbands and Wives. 


The causes which brought about so large an increase in the number of marriages celebrated in 
1899 naturally tended to a reduction in mean age at marriage. 


Improved financial circumstances doubtless enabled many to undertake the expenses and 
responsibilities of this great social change at an earlier age than under less favourable conditions with 
respect to worldly prosperity might have been deemed prucent. The number of bridegrooms under 
21 and of brides under 17 years of age, and also their proportion to all marriages, both jointly and 
severally, was only once exceeded during the preceding decade.

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The number of youths, not of statutory age, married during 1899—namely, 98—exceeded by 
29 per cent. those of any other year of the period under review; the number of youthful wives did not 
exhibit so pronounced a difference. There were, however, 2} per cent. of all persons married who had 
not attained the standards of age referred to. 


By referring to Appendix Table No, [X., full information can be obtained with respect to the ages 
of all parties to marriage last year. By reading the table across the number of husbands at each age 
can be ascertained, together with the ages of their wives. By taking the columns downwards like 
information can be obtained with respect to wives. It is not satisfactory to note that amongst the wives 
are included 3 female children under the age of 15 years, and no less than 14 but one year older. 


; _ The greatest disparities with respect to age in cases in which the husband was the older were those 
in which men of 38, 48, and 58 were married to girls of 16, 19, and 20 respectively. On the other hand, 
men of 30, 38, and 40 selected brides of 56, 57, and 65, the latter being the oldest bride of the year.

A glance at the first column of figures of this table shows that it is the great difference between 
the numbers of men and women marrying before they are 21 years of age that becomes the most 
important factor in reducing the mean age of wives, there being 862 women against 98 men married below 
that age. Of all persons married under 25, the wives contributed 68 and the husbands 32 in each 
100. Up to 30 years of age the brides exceed the bridegrooms in number, whilst over 40 years of age the 
latter were 2} times the more numerous. Of husbands, 2,682, or 78 per cent., married wives younger 
than themselves, and wives 504, or 15 percent. In 1898, the latter proportion was 13 per cent. The 
number of instances in 1899 in which the husband and wife were of the same age was 263, and formed 
rather more than 7 per cent. of the total number of marriages. 


The mean age at marriage was reduced last year, as has already been referred to—namely, from 
29°11 to 28°73 years for husbands, and from 24°33 to 24°14 years for wives. A feature of the marriage 
statistics of previous years was a gradual increase of the average age at marriage on the part of both men 
and women, but more particularly with respect to the former. The mean difference between the ages of 
husbands and wives for 1890-2 was 4°56 years, whilst for 1896-8 it was 4°69. For 1899 the difference 
was 4°59 years. 
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These and other particulars for the past ten years may be gathered from the following state-

It will be noted that this information with respect to first marriages—that is, the marriage of 
bachelors and spinsters—has only been compiled for four years. The mean of the average for these years 
was 27°73 for husbands, and 23:18 for wives—a difference of 4°55 years. The result of eliminating 
re-marriages from the calculation was, for 1899, to reduce the mean age of marriage by 1:04 for men, and 
by 0:90 for women.

Fecundity of Marriage. 
The average number of children to a family ranges from 43 to 5. The simplest way of arriving 
at an approximation is to divide the legitimate births by the number of marriages of the previous year. 
The mean ratio of children to each family on this basis for ten years is given in the following statement :—

The two chief disturbing factors in this process for arriving at an estimate are migration and 
absence of certainty as to the accuracy of the legitimate births, all births so registered not necessarily 
being so. ‘The mean of the annual ratio for the ten years would be 4°82, and, as being unaffected by the 
fluctuations which ever attend computations made on annual figures, would furnish a more reliable estimate 
as to the fecundity of marriage. This figure compares favourably with that of most of the countries of 


Europe, as will be seen by reference from the following statement, the particulars for which are taken 
from “ Mulhall’s Dictionary of Statistics ”:—

Conjugal Condition. 


As about 93 per cent. of all parties to marriage had not been previously married, but little room 
is left for diversity from year to year with respect to former conjugal condition.

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Of the 6,898 persons married 6,397 were either bachelors or spinsters, and 501 had been married 
previously. Of the latter 488 were widowed, and 18 separated from their previous partners by divorce. 
The proportion per cent. to all persons married were: Never married, 92°74; widowed, 7:07; separated 
by divorce, 0°19. 


There was a larger number of divorced persons remarried during 1899 than in any previous year, 
the nearest to the number in that year being in 1890—the first, as 1899 was the last year of the decade— 
when 10 divorcees were found amongst parties to marriage.

To determine the number of divorced, the figures showing dissolutions must of course be doubled. 


Persons divorced in the Queensland courts, taken on an average of years, are about twice as 
numerous as divorced persons remarried. It would hardly be reasonable to argue from this that the 
same is the true ratio of the number of divorcees who remarry. It must nevertheless bear an approximate 
relation, as it is fair to suppose that the disturbance of the factors resulting from the presence of divorcees 
from elsewhere in the Queensland marriages would be to some extent counterbalanced by the remarriage 
in other countries of persons divorced in Queensland. 


Degree of Illiteracy. 


If coloured aliens are excluded, there are such a small number in the community who are unable 
to read and write, that the number of persons signing the register by mark is much too low a standard 
to assume as marking the modern equivalent of illiteracy. 


The following table, as showing the improvement with respect to the very rudiments of education 
during the past twenty-five years is not without interest :—

[t will be noticed that between 1875 and 1899 the ratio per cent. of all persons married who were 
unable to write their names, declined from 14 to 2, an improvement during that period of 700 per cent. 

Of the 131 persons who were too illiterate to sign the marriage register last year, 42 persons, or 
82 per cent., were either coloured aliens or aborigines. If these are excluded from the calculation, it will be 
seen that only 1 in every 77 persons of European descent who were married last year was quite illiterate. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered annually during the past eight or nine years have been, when 
compared with previous experiences, a decreasing quantity, and this notwithstanding undoubted increase of 
population, and apart from any question of birth rate. In 1890 there were 15,407 births recorded, a 
number never previously attained, and not since exceeded, the registration for last year—namely, 13,899— 
being the lowest since 1887.

Less DECREASE IN SOME DISTRICTS 


Net DrcrEaAsE 


In 24 districts there were more births in 1899 than in 1898. The largest increase was in 
Brisbane—namely, 73—the next being Maryborough 57, and Drayton and Toowoomba 56. There were 
decreases in 33 districts, of which the most important were Townsville 45, Charleville 88, Mackay 35, 
and Kennedy 30. 

The relative excess of male over female births was greater in 1899 than in 1898, by 2 in each 
100, there being 97 females to each 100 males in the latter year, and 95 only in the former year. There 
was, however, an extraordinary preponderance of female births in Brisbane, 966 against 942 males, which 
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is a most unusual occurrence on so large a number of births as was here recorded. In only one other 
district in which the total number exceeded 500 did this occur, and this was in Moreton West, where out 
of 586 births there were 296 females to 290 males. ' : 

From the following table, giving the centesimal ratio of female to male births for ten years, it 
will be seen that it has ranged during that period from 92°59 in 1892 to 97°83 in 1890:—

Birth Rate. 


The decline in the number of births, to which reference has been made, and which is, in part at 
least, due to the changing age condition of the population, has necessarily resulted in a lower birth rate. 
This retrogression has been intensified by being calculated on an inflated population estimate. 

The following statement furnishes the birth rate—that is, the number of births to each 1,000 of 
the mean population—at each quinquennial period since Separation. If, however, we take into account 
that the population is less than that estimated by some 30,000 persons, we should at once increase our 
birth rate to about 29 per 1,000 instead of 27°3, although even this would be low as compared with some 
previous periods :—

From this it will be seen that the birth rate, which in 1860 was 47:9, fell last year to 27°3. The 
effect of the coloured aliens in the population is, of course, to reduce the birth rate, as they fail to 
contribute to the births in anything like the proportion their numbers would justify. These races 
practically formed no portion of the population in 1860. ; 

A decline in the birth rate is being experienced in most countries at the present time.

The birth rate of Queensland, although equal to the rest of the Australasian Colonies, does not, 
as at present computed, bear favourable comparison with that of most European countries, for some of 
which Mulhall gives the following figures, but there is no doubt that the true rate is higher than 27°3

France and Ireland alone excepted, the ratio for this Colony is below that of those quoted, being 
even below that of Sweden; although the age condition here is certainly more favourable to a high 
birth rate than is the case in that country, although possibly the sex proportion may not be so favourable.

Thus Queensland in 1899 shows the highest birth rate of any Colony except Western Australia ; 
and if the figures for the last quinquennium be taken, this exception vanishes, and this, too, in the face 
of being framed upon an admittedly inflated population. : 


Illegitimate Births. 


The increase in the number of illegitimate births, which was so marked a feature in recent years, 
was practically maintained during 1899. The ratio of 6 illegitimate ones to each 100 births has 
apparently become constant. Almost without exception, up to 1896, the centesimal ratio was less than 5 ; 
for the three subsequent years it has been :—1897, 6°02 ; 1898, 6:04; and 1899, 5°97.

Formerly illegitimate children were not eligible for admission to State orphanages, except rarely 
and under special circumstances ; but now 1, 2, and éven 38 children born out of wedlock to the same 
mother find, one after the other, homes at the cost of the State. 

The third and fourth quarters contributed a much larger share of iliegitimate births than the other 

half of the year. The numbers for each quarter were :—

From January to June the registrations numbered 359, and from July to December 471, or 57 and 
43 per cent. of the total number respectively. 

A peculiarity invariably existing with regard to illegitimate births is the relatively larger 
proportion of females than males when compared with legitimate births. For the past five years in 
Queensland, female illegitimate births were to male illegitimate births in the ratio 102°53 to each 100, 
whilst amongst all births the like proportion for the same period was 96°35, and for legitimate births only 
it would necessarily be even less. 

The Colony can hardly be considered to compare favourably with the rest of Australasia with 
respect to illegitimacy, as will be seen from the following table :—

Thus Queensland exceeded by more than 1 per cent. the rate of bastardy for Western Australia, 
by more than 1} per cent. that for New Zealand, and by upwards of 2 per cent. that for South Australia. 
It also approximated very closely to the rate found in Tasmania. The centesimal ratio in New South 
Wales was 7:16. 

The concentration of population under the conditions obtaining in large towns contributes largely 
to laxity of morals. It is not surprising, therefore, to find the large centres of population contributing 
out of proportion to bastardy, but at the same time it must not be overlooked that many births occur in 
large towns which fairly belong elsewhere. Particularly is this the case with regard to Brisbane, where 
several maternity institutions at once afford gratuitous assistance at the time of trouble, and a ready 
means of avoiding publicity inevitable in the country or small towns.

It will be seen that the increase has been general throughout the Colony. Rockhampton shows 
an inerease in four years of nearly 50 per cent., Charters Towers nearly 60 per cent. Brisbane is of 
course loaded with the illegitimate births which take place at the Lady Bowen Hospital, and many of 


which belong to surrounding districts, thus Enoggera has a very low ratio of bastardy, and no doubt 
contributes a quota to Brisbane.

The figures for the first quarter are very unusual, disclosing as they do so large an excess of 
males—namely, more than 2 males to each female. The case of triplets took place in the Enoggera 
district, in the fourth quarter, and comprised 3 females. 


DEATHS. 


The year 1899 was somewhat more favourable with relation to the records of death; the total 
number of deaths registered being 6,144, or 99 less than in 1898, and the figures for last year, moreover, 
as pointed out previously in the report, were unduly sweiled by some 250 cases of accidental drownin 
in the hurricane that visited the coast. These can hardly be counted as of the ordinary mortality of the 
year. 

The number of deaths and the death rate for each of the last ten years are given in the following 
table :—

Death Rate. 


The death rate of males has reduced more than that of females. The mean for the first five years 
of the decade was—persons, 12°89; males, 14°43; and females, 10°86; and for the last five years— 
pele eg 11°91; males, 13°36; females, 10°06; thus the decrease is—persons, 0°98; males, 1:07; 

emales, 0°80. 

Whilst it has been claimed that the over-estimate of population which has taken place would 
render the marriage and birth rates higher than is given in these tables, it must not be overlooked that on 
a mean population of 478,000, the 6,144 deaths would give a rate of 12°8 per 1,000 instead of 11:89, as 
shown. Even at this rate, however, it would only slightly exceed Tasmania, and would be below Victoria 
and South Australia. 
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The death rate compares favourably with that of most of the other Australasian Colonies.

Taking the year 1899, New Zealand and New South Wales alone showed a lower death rate, the 
figures for Victoria and Western Australia being distinctly higher ; in the latter case, if the quinquennium 
be taken, the facts are further accentuated. For the same period the ratio of mortality for Queensland 
and New South Wales was exactly equal, although for last year only, that for New South Wales was 
slightly lower. 


Whilst the coloured aliens adversely affect the birth rate of the Colony by the paucity of the 
number of their births, the same result with respect to deaths follows from their contribution thereto 
being out of all proportion to their number. The 24,509 coloured aliens were answerable for no less than 
670 deaths, or a death rate of 27:34 per 1,000 of their population. It must be mentioned, however, that 
the deaths from shipwreck already referred to were chiefly of this section of the community.

It will be seen that the Chinese had a very small proportion of deaths; indeed but little more 
than half the general rate; but, inasmuch as the Chinese in Queensland consist almost entirely of male 
adults, and they comprise very few of advanced age, a relatively small number of deaths is to be looked 
for. The death rate among the other four races ranged from three to nearly five times as heavy as that 
for the total population—namely, from 87 to 58 per 1,000. These races were largely represented in 
the hurricane casualties; and as the ratios for 1898 were—Pacific Islanders, 29 per 1,000; Japanese, 
15 per 1,000; Javanese, 5 per 1,000; and other Asiatics 8 per 1,000; the departures from these 
proportions, apparent in the figures for 1899, may be attributed to that cause. 


The death rates for the total population for the past two years were—1898, 12°67; 1899, 12°07; 
whilst those for persons of European extraction for the same period were 12°40 and 11-30 respectively ; 
so that, but for the unfortunate storm with which the Colony was visited, the ratio of mortality for 1899 
would have been extremely moderate.

REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S REPORT.—VITAL STATISTICS. 


During the decade the marriages of 57,718 persons and the birth of 144,432 children have been 
registered. This just gives 5 births to each marriage. As deductions from the 144,432 additions to 
population by birth there were 55,674 deaths recorded, leaving a natural increase of 88,758 for the ten 
years, or an annual increment a little short of 9,000. The proportion of births to deaths was just 
over to 2} to 1. The last two columns illustrate the reason for a rapid increase in the proportion 
of females to males in the population, when the excess of births over deaths is the chief element in 

opulation increase. Whilst the one factor—the births—causes only an increase of 104 males to each 100 
emales, the other factor—the deaths—results in a decrease of 172 males to each 100 females. 


Deaths by Quarters and Districts. 


For full particulars on this subject, a number of tables, which on account of size are published in 
the Appendix, must be referred to. The chief of these are Tables Nos. X., XVIII., and XX. to XXIV.

The greatest number of registrations took place in the second quarter of the year, but as nearly 
250 of these were due to exceptional circumstances (shipwreck), the largest number of deaths from 
normal causes took place in the first quarter. The two quarters most prolific in deaths in 1898 were the 
first and third. 

With respect to deaths in individual districts, the principal decreases were—Brisbane, 218; Burke, 
43; Clermont, 382; Darling Downs Central, 25; Enoggera, 42; Kennedy, 82; Mackay, 80; Nundah, 
42; and Townsville, 36. Increases were recorded in Bundaberg, 30; Cairns, 20; Cardwell, 24; Cook, 
250 (shipwreck) ; Cunnamulla, 24; Rockhampton, 26 ; and Westwood, 39. 

Reference to Appendix Tables XXI. to XXIV. shows that diseases of the zymotic class comprised 17 
per cent. of all deaths during 1899. 

These are termed the preventable diseases, and no doubt they are mainly attributable to causes 
which are quite capable of being largely eliminated. Taking districts in which the annual number of 
deaths exceeds 100, last year zymotic diseases were responsible for the following percentages of all 
deaths :—Cairns, 38; Aramac, 29; Bundaberg, 23; Townsville, 23; Mackay, i9; Westwood, 19; 
Ipswich, 18; Maryborough, 18; Rockhampton, 18; Gympie, 16; Kennedy, 15; Brisbane, 14; 
Enoggera, 13; Toowoomba, 11; Moreton East, 11; Moreton West, 11; Oxley, 9. In Cairns the chief 
causes were measles, whooping cough, beri beri, and dysentery, whilst there was not a single fatal case 
of typhoid. The latter was the chief of the causes in Aramac. The ratio of 14 in Brisbane cannot be 
considered as extreme, when it is considered that the Fever Hospital drawing patients from surrounding 
areas is here located. 


Birthplaces of Persons who Died. 


With the increasing proportion of Queensland born persons in the population, so largely 
represented by child life, which is so great a contributor to the mortality of any community, an increase 
in the ratio of deaths of natives to those born elsewhere is to be looked for. Appendix Table No. XII. 
gives the birthplace of all deaths in each district during 1899; and from this it will be seen that 2,838, 
or 46 per cent. of all persons who died, were born in the Colony. From this table it may be ascertained 
how few persons of European extraction lost their lives in the shipwrecks of June, 1899. ‘These were 
all drowned within the jurisdiction of the Cook District. Here there were 285- male deaths registered, 
of which 243 were due to drowning. About 18 were whites, 8 were Chinese, about 180 were other 
coloured Asiaties, 35 to 40 were Pacific Islanders. So that the loss of life of white persons—Europeans 
or Australians—was less than from the magnitude of the occurrence might have been anticipated. 

The proportion of persons of each of the principal nationalities represented in the population, 
as found at the last census, together with the ratios of the same in the deaths for last year, as shown in 
the following table :—

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Nearly half of all deaths were of natives of the Colony—a large proportion due to infantile mortality. 
The relative proportion—with respect to natives—between their deaths and their number at the last 
census, carries less significance than with regard to any other nationality. The Queenslanders in the 
population have of necessity varied more than any other of the component races. 


Occupations. 

Appendix Table No. XIII. furnishes particulars on this head in each Registry District. Of the 
male deaths 87 belonged to the professional class. There were 75 engaged in domestic pursuits, 535 in 
commerce, 738 in industrial occupations, 936 were primary producers, 64 were of indefinite occupations 
or were independent, 1,298 (mostly children) were dependent upon parental or other private support, 
whilst 210 died a burden upon the public funds. The third, fourth, and fifth classes, numbering 2,209 
adult males, are the most important, and a somewhat closer analysis of the rate of mortality and its 
relation to their population proportion may not be without interest.

The above, so far as the comparison is concerned, is based upon census proportion, but it is 
probable that the ratios with respect to occupations have not varied so greatly as the ratios with respect 
to many other elements. During 1899 it would appear that the ratio of mortality with regard to the 
commercial class was about 10 per cent. more than population ratio, and 5 per cent. in excess also for the 
industrial, whilst with the primary production class the mortality was about 9 per cent. less than the 
population proportion of that class would have justified. 

A comparison of these with like ratios for former years points to a heavy death rate during 1899 
amongst those engaged in commercial pursuits, and to a considerable improvement, though in a lesser 
degree, with regard to the other two. This is seen by reference to the following statement ‘ —

Although an estimate of population of the ten-mile radius is on record, information with respect 
to deaths for that area is not available, so that the five-mile radius figures have to be resorted to. 


Ages at Death—Infantile Mortality. 

For full information respecting the ages of persons dying, recourse must be had to the Appendix, 
at Ree Nos. XI., XV. to XVII., and XIX. Condensed particulars drawn from these are now sub- 
mitted. 

The ratio of true infantile mortality is one of the items of information that can be given with 
accuracy each year, because the infant population against which to measure the infant deaths can be 
very definitely ascertained, the birth register providing a complete census. The death rate for infants is 
nearly ten times as great as that for the total population, ranging from 9 to 11 per 100, whilst the whole 
death rate ranges from 11 to 15 per 1,000. 

The following table gives for ten years the true infantile mortality, or the centesimal proportion 
borne by deaths under 1 year to total birth :—

The mean rate for the past ten years was 10°34, and that for 1899 10:94. The rate for 1889 was 
a very high one—namely, 13°62 ; the omission of which, and the substitution of the lower rate for 1899, 
resulted in a reduction of the mean ten-year rate in the latter year by one-third per cent. on the figures 
for 1898. There is no doubt but that the rate of infant mortality has declined during the past fifteen 
years.

A decrease in the true infant mortality of at least 2 per cent. is apparent between the 
experience of the past few years and of some twenty years ago. Exceptional numbers of deaths due 
to epidemics of various zymotic diseases during the three years 1883-5 were responsible for the righ rate 
of the 1875-85 decade. : 

If the Colony of New Zealand be excepted, Queensland compares favourably with respect to its 
infant mortality with the rest of Australasia. The results for 1899 were—

In New Zealand alone was the infant mortality below that of Queensland, whilst in Western 
Australia it amounted to almost 14 per cent. 

The experience of the past has invariably shown that the conditions of life amongst a mining 
community in Queensland at least are not favourable to child life; the high rate in Western Australia is 
no doubt due largely to a like cause. 


Urban, Suburban, and Rural Mortality. 

The Brisbane Registry District is the only one that is so limited in area as to comprise a strictly 
urban population only. There are, however, several other districts sufficiently restricted to give the 
conditions pertaining to town life a preponderating influence on their vital statistics. ; 

The following table compares the child mortality of the Colony within and outside the metropolitan

From this it will be seen that the conditions of life ina city like Brisbane are distinctly less 
favourable than in country districts to the physical well-being of children. Beyond the deaths recorded, 
there are undoubtedly many cases of sickness not resulting immediately in death, while the vitality of 
the child is often permanently impaired, so that the higher death rate also carries with it a larger 
percentage of sickness, and as the death rate of a district is higher, so also will the amount of sickness 
be greater, and more injury done to the children there than would be the ease in more salubrious 
localities. The foregoing table teaches that during 1899, whilst the true infant mortality for 
the whole Colony was 10°94, within the Brisbane district it rose to 13°52, leaving for the rest of the 
Colony a ratio of 10°53. Amongst male children under 1 year of age the death rate was 14°76 within, 
and 11:11 without, the metropolitan district. With females the difference was somewhat less, and the 
degree of infant mortality altogether somewhat more favourable — namely, 12°32 in the Brisbane 
district and 9°92 over the rest of the Colony. 

Could satisfactory data be obtained with respect to the true urban and rural population, there is 
no room for doubt that the differences would be much greater.

The first and two last lines of the table are included for purposes of comparison. Throughout the 
Colony deaths under 2 years comprise 30 per cent. of alldeaths. In the “ Rest of the Colony” —which 
may be considered as rural—the ratio was 26, or greatly less than in most of the semi-urban districts. 
The three in which such is the case—namely, Bundaberg, Mackay, and Maryborough, is due to the 
relative paucity of children, and to the greater proportion of adult mortality as a result of the presence 
of a large number of Pacific Islanders in the population. From some cause a larger death experience 
obtains with regard to children in all mining communities. The exceptionally high mortality in Gympie, 
Kennedy, and Westwood of children under 5 years of age illustrates this. High as is the present rate of 
mortality amongst children, it is satisfactory to note that the figures for the past ten years show a marked 
improvement on this point in recent years.

Whilst it is certain that, with the chief burden of population accessions thrown upon the natural 
increase, the relative proportion of young children has not declined, the ratio of deaths of children under 
2 and under 5 to all deaths has fallen during the decade about 5 per cent. 

A comparatively small number of complaints were responsible for a large proportion of the deaths 
of children. Taking 12 causes commonly very fatal, and it is found that of the 1,521 children under 
1 year who died during 1899, 1,113, or 73 per cent. of the whole, were due to one or the other of these 
12 causes; and of the 2,125 children dying under 5 years of age, 1,468, or 69 per cent., succumbed to 
the same causes. ‘The following table furnishes further particulars :—

The most fatal cause, both under 1 year and under 5 years of age, is enteritis, followed by 
premature birth, convulsions, and diarrhwa in the order named. 
These 4 causes were responsible for 49 and 40 per cent. of all deaths under 1 and 5 respectively.

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There were 295 persons of 75 years and upwards amongst the deaths recorded during 1899. Of 
these 174 were males and 121 were females. This was a decrease of 55 on the figures for 1898, when 
204 males and 146 females were registered. 

Passing old age and senile decay as indefinite terms, under which, however, 53 deaths were 
recorded, diseases of the “ circulatory system not particularly defined”? were responsible for the greatest 
number of deaths of old people—namely, 26: 18 males and 8 females. Bronchitis followed closely upon 
these with 23 deaths. The only other causes, the numbers of which exceeded 10, were endocarditis and 
valvular disease, 19; cancer, 15; anemia, 15; pneumonia, 14; apoplexy, 11; and diseases of the 
bladder, 11.

Thus of all who survived their 75th year 183, or 62 per cent., failed to attain beyond their 
80th year; 62, or another 21 per cent., passed away during the next quinquennium; 39, or 13 per 
cent., failed to reach 90 years of age. There was no case of the death of a centenarian during last 
year, although one such was returned during 1898. 

To comply with the request of the Congress of the Members of the Institute of International 
Statistics, the usual table has been prepared, giving the Queensland Death Index, illustrating what the 
death rate of Queensland would be if the age conditions of the population of the Colony conformed to

Deaths in Public Institutions, Brisbane. 


The effect on the death rate of Brisbane resulting from the presence of various public institutions 
has already been incidentally referred to. The deaths in these make a very appreciable mark on the 
death register of the metropolitan district, as will be seen from a perusal of the following statement :—

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The deaths in the Brisbane District for 1899 numbered 939. Of these, 316, or 34 per cent., took 
place in one or other of the public institutions, 304 of these last occurred either in the General or in the 
Children’s Hospital. Both these establishments draw patients from all over the Colony, and a very 
considerable number are entered who can by no means be considered residents of the limited area 
comprised in the Brisbane Registry District. In a lesser degree this is true of several of the larger towns. 


Classification of Cause of Death. 


The scheme of classification in use in Queensland is known as Farr’s system, and is the one adopted 
and from time to time revised by a special committee appointed by the various Medical Colleges of the 
United Kingdom for the purpose. It is admittedly not quite in line with modern discoveries on some 
points, but, as itis in use in the United Kingdom and in many British Possessions, it is not thought well 
to depart from it, pending united action to originate presumably in the United Kingdom. 


; Under this scheme 8 classes are created and further subdivided in~orders and lines, into one of 
which every cause of death recorded in the registers has to be classified. 
This scheme of classification showing the classes and orders only, and the centesimal ratio of the 
deaths in each crder and class to the total deaths for the past ten years is given in the following 
statement :—

Although the number of deaths due to miasmatic diseases in 1899 were so much below the figures 
for 1898, yet the deaths from these causes during 1899 were above the averages of the previous ten years. 
On the other hand fatal diarrheal diseases were exceptionally few. 


Constitutional and developmental diseases were normal. Deaths due to diseases of the nervous 
and respiratory system were below the average in number. 
By referenceto Table No. X1Y. in the Appendix, the position of each disease with respect to its 


numerical importance can be ascertained at a glance, as the causes of death for 1899 are there arranged in 
the ordér of their degree of fatality. ‘The first 80 of these are further reviewed in the following table, 
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their proportions to total deaths and to population illustrated, and a comparison afforded of these results 
for the past tive years :—

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Phthisis, or pulmonary tuberculosis, including the laryngeal phases of the complaint, was still in 
1899, as hitherto, the most fatal cause of death, but the position at the head of the list of this type of 
“the ills that flesh is heir to” is rapidly being challenged. In 1895 phthisis comprised 8 per cent. of 
all deaths, and occasioned the death in that year of rather more than 9 in every 10,000 of the 
population; last year the like proportions were 6} and 8 respectively. There is no doubt 
that a great deal has been discovered with respect to this disease during the last few years, and it is to 
the knowledge thus obtained that the prospect is afforded of greatly reducing the mortality due to this 
complaint. A few years since it was seriously disputed, even by many medical men, that phthisis was 
infectious, and now it is generally admitted that infection is well-nigh the only cause of its distribution. 
It will be readily seen that the recognition of this fact alone must, from the precautions that would 
consequently be adopted, prove an important factor in bringing about its reduction. 


Whilst the opportunities for incurring infection bear an important part in the chances of 
contracting tuberculosis, yet certain conditions of health or of temperament have also to be considered 
as affecting the prospects of resistance. There is no doubt that persons of susceptible constitutions, 
whether hereditary or acquired, are peculiarly liable to succumb to the attack of tuberculosis. 
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The question of race in this regard has a peculiar interest in Australia, as it was at one time 
asserted that native-born persons of European extraction were prone to suffer from tubercular 
complaints. During 1899 a large number of deaths among Australians by birth certainly has taken 
place, but a careful investigation over a number of years fails to show any justification for the assertion 
that they are peculiarly liable to attack. Certainly with regard to Queensland, this is the case, although 
undoubtedly tuberculosis in its various forms is a very frequent cause of death amongst Pacific Islanders 
in the Colony.

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From these tables it will be seen that of the 587 deaths due to tuberculosis 214, or 386 per cent., were 
of persons born in Australasia. As natives of the Australasian Colonies comprised at the last census, 52 
per cent. of the population, and certainly form a considerably larger proportion at the present time, 
there is certainly no evidence of especial susceptibility in these figures. Children, it is true, are but 
little liable to contract phthisis, the form in which tuberculosis is most prevalent, but, on the other hand, 
they are almost sole victims of tabes mesenterica and tubercular meningitis, two common phases of the 
complaint. 

e Pacific Islanders who succumbed to tuberculosis numbered 116, or 20 per cent. of the total deaths 
from that cause, whilst their population proportion was not quite 1? per cent.; the proportion of their 
deaths from tuberculosis thus outnumbering their population proportion by more than 10 to 1. 

A considerable number of consumptives used to come to the Colony on account of the salubrity of 
its climate particularly for that disease, and formerly before its infectious nature was recognised the 
idea of using the Australian Colonies as a sanatorium for this fell complaint was encouraged, but restrictive 
measures in this matter are now adopted by some of the provinces of Australasia. From either point of 
view the duration of residence in Queensland prior to death is of interest as tending to show if, and to 
what extent, this complaint is introduced from beyond the Colony. Of the 407 victims to phthisis 336, 
or 83 per cent., had resided in Queensland for at least five years, and 298, or 73 per cent., for upwards 
of ten years. There is nothing to show where these persons contracted the disease, and it may be that 
many of their lives were considerably prolonged by their residence in this Colony. 
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After making every allowance for increased duration of phthisis due to improved methods of 
treatment, it is not probable that there is any undue introduction of tuberculosis from without the 
Colony. 

i Dioeated (accident).—It has already been pointed out that it is owing to special circumstances 
that drowning stands second on the list of fatal causes. If the deaths due to the cases of shipwreck 
are excluded, a large decrease on the figures for 1898 is found in the loss of life due to accidental 
drowning, but, nevertheless, much might be done to still further reduce the mortality if greater effort 
were made to teach the young of both sexes the art of swimming. 

With regard to boys attending school at least the difficulties would not be great ; if facilities 
were freely afforded for bathing wherever natural features permitted, and instruction in the art were 
given by one or more of the teachers, the only real obstacle would be removed. In 1899 there were 349 
deaths due to drowning, or nearly 6 out of every 100 deaths, but, taking the average of the previous 
four years as more representative of the normal number, the annual death rate is about 2°34 per 100 
deaths and 0:24 per 1,000 of the population. ; 

Enteritis.—This cause of death is very prevalent with young children, due chiefly to errors of diet, 
unripe and decayed fruit being a frequent cause. It has shown an increase in every year of the 
quinquennium. It was the occasion of 188 deaths in 1895, and 341 last year. Its centesimal ratio to 
total deaths last year was 5°55. There was an exceptionally large number of deaths of young children 
in the last quarter of the year due to enteritis. 

Pneumonia.—During 1896-8 pneumonia assumed an epidemic form, and was very virulent, and 
prior to 1899 was for several years the second most fatal cause. A considerably reduced number of 
deaths was due to this complaint last year—namely, 297 against 362 in the previous year. It still claimed, 
however, nearly 5 out of each 100 deaths. 

Cancer.—This terrible malady is rapidly assuming proportions greatly exceeding what was formerly 
the case. After every allowance is made for improved diagnosis, it is impossible to ignore the fact of an 
increasing mortality from cancer. 


This will be seen from the following statement :—

The retrogression evidenced in the figures for 1885 was due to an increased number of deaths in 
that year from various epidemic diseases, which reduced for that year the proportion but not the 
number of deaths due to cancer. The centesimal ratio of deaths from cancer to all deaths for the 
succeeding year (1886) was 1°65. 

At the request of medical men some years ago a table was inserted in these reports showing in 
each case of death from cancer the part of the body affected. Of course this information can only be 
obtained from the certificates, and its completeness is largely dependent upon the doctors furnishing the 
certificate of death. Much trouble is taken by the great majority of medical men to assist the Depart- 
ment on this and upon other similar points, but a few, on the other hand, fail to recognise the importance 
to medical science of statistical information on such questions, and not only neglect to furnish certificates 
with full particulars at the outset, but resent subsequent application to supplement them.

Of the 243 cases of cancer, 151 were males and 92 females. With the males the stomach is the 
part most frequently affected, and with the females the uterus. The liver and the neck are also common 
seats of attack. 

Endocarditis and Valvular Disease.—Affections of the circulatory system are becoming more 
common. Endocarditis and valvular diseases have increased from 3°11 per cent. of all deaths in 1895 to 
3°91 per cent. last year. 
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Premature Birth—Deaths from this cause numbered 217, which is one to every 64 births 
registered. In 1$95 the proportion was one death from this cause to each 86 births. The mean ratio for 
the past five years was 71, so that from some reason the deaths from this cause are on the increase. 

Diarrhea.—Deaths due to this cause are by no means so numerous as was formerly the case. This is 
probably chiefly due to better diagnosis, as diarrhcea is so frequently a symptom only of some one or other 
of various diseases. It is yet so distinctive a symptom that in the absence of a medical attendant, or in 
cases where the doctor has only been summoned when the person—generally a child—was in extremes, 
the true cause may readily be overlooked. Comprising 4 per cent. of all deaths in 1895, and 5 per cent. 
in 1896, 3 per cent. only were attributed to the cause in 1899. 

Convulsions.— It is satisfactory to note that this very indefinite cause of death is being much less 
frequently returned on medical certificates. There are undoubtedly many cases in which the doctor has 
no alternative, but, even now, the fact that the term is much more frequently availed of by certain 
medical men, whilst rarely used by others, points to the conclusion that a further reduction in its employ- 
ment is still possible. There were 179, or 2°91 per cent. of all deaths, returned last year as due to 
convulsions. 

Bronchitis.—Intimately connected with pueumonia, it, in common with that cause, was somewhat 
less severely felt during 1899. There were 188 deaths due to bronchitis in 1898, and 171 in 1899 ; per- 
centages to the total deaths of 3°01 and 2°78 respectively. 

Typhoid Fever or Enteric Fever.—This distinctly preventable disease was much in evidence ; 149 
deaths were attributed to its effects last year—an exactly even number with those for 1898. The efforts 
now being made with a view to the prevention of the introduction of plague should have an appreciable 
effect in reducing the death rate from typhoid for the current year. 

Whooping Cough claims a considerable tribute from the young. This is probably due in a 
large measure to neglect.on the part of the parents when their children are suffering from the malady, 
as in many instances no special efforts are made to protect them from exposure. ‘here were 128 deaths 
recorded during 1899, being 2:08 of the total deaths, and 0°25 per 1,000 of the population. 

Bright’s Disease.—This complaint has steadily increased year by year, until now it occupies a 
prominent position in the order of degree of fatality. For the past five years the number of deaths due 
to this cause have been: 1895, 71; 1896, 92; 1897, 95; 1898, 118; and 1899, 127. Thus the mortality 
from this cause has nearly doubled during the quinquennium. 

Measles has visited the Colony in epidemic form for the past two years. During 1899 a 
considerable number of Pacific Islanders from 15 to 80 years of age fell victims to the complaint. 
There was not a single fatal case of measles in either 1896 or 1897, the deaths from this causo since then 
numbering in 1898, 188; and in 1899, 116. 

Apopleay and Dysentery—The only other causes numbering upwards of 100 deaths in 1899 ; both 
showed slight increases on the average mortality of the past five years; the deaths for 1899 and the 
average for the five years being respectively :—Apoplexy (1899), 110; average, 97; dysentery (1599), 
101 ; average, 93. 

MARINE REGISTRATION. 
The very limited nature of the passenger traffic with distant countries has of necessity rendered 


the occurrence of either births or deaths on sea voyages terminating in Queensland but very occasional. 
During 1899 there were 2 births and 5 deaths recorded in the Marine Register of the Colony.

Both of the births and most of the deaths occurred on intercolonial coasters, and one of the latter 
took place during a voyage from Europe, and one ona trip from New Guinea to Townsville. One 
Pacific Islander died on a steamer between Brisbane and Mackay. The other 4 deaths were of 
Europeans. 


ADDITIONS TO REGISTERS. ‘i 


The additions to the various registers of the Colony last year numbered 26,941 names—namely, 
13,899 births, 6,144 deaths, and 6,898 persons married. These give a total number of names on the 
records to the end of 1899 of 654,894; the number recorded to the commencement of that year being 
627,953.
